All the princi¬ 
ples of Christ’s kingdom run everywhere; 
pervade every society; and concern every 
mini. Therefore, he that is not with them all, 
is against them all. For they are so related 
that no retan can truly receive one, without 
that state of heart which admits the whole; 
and he « ho does not, according to his light 
and power, receive mid defend them all, has 
never heartily embraced one. You can nev¬ 
er make thinking -people believe that the man 
who shrinks from opposing one plain sin,is at 
heart opposed to another. If such a man 
warmly decries certain sins, he does it, cither 
as a trade to live by, or out of spite at those 
particular si.ns.

ORGANIC SIN. 

The Mercer Luminary publishes soi 
ins of an able sermon by the Rev. 
Bradford, oa the office of the Christir 
istry.

But the very officer^ 
who sit in judgment era. his case, and pass the 
sentence of suspension, may he violating the 
Sabbath on a magnified scale, but they are 
rich, and theirs is an “organic, sin,” for which 
the laws of the corporation are to be blamed, 
not they!

2. The mere legal relation is a ficlipn, be¬ 
cause the law never creates relations of prop¬ 
erty. The design of law is not to create 
relations, hut to protect them. As satth ot 
Declaration of Independence, “for the pr 
teclion of these, (our natural rights’,) Civ 
Governments are instituted among men.”- 
Law is made to protect rights, arid when 
has done this, it has fulfilled its office. N 
its for law-to be enforced, except 
for protection. And all laws are merely a 
contract between the several individuals in a 
community, that they will mutually protect 
each other. Or es Blackstone has it in his 
Commentaries, (Vol. 1, p. 43,) ‘‘a contract 
that the eotnmuiiny should guard the right of 
each individual member.” Laws, therefore, 
er purport to create relations of property 
jwnership. They are merely a proinii 
he part of the community, to assist in tl 
lection of these relations. And slat 
statutes do not even profess to create tl 
relation of master mill slave. They merely 
ly that a man may make this relation kim- 
self, and it he wants any help to enforce it, 
his neighbors will help him. The relation 
(as it exists not in nature or justice) isal way; 
made hy the slaveholder himself. And pro 
vitled he is able alone to enforce it, the statute 
never has any effect upon it. To talk about 
the laws compelling a man to be a slavehold¬ 
er therefore, is to talk nonsense. Or to say 
that the late makes a man a slaveholder, is to 
say a falsehood. No man ever held a slave, 
that did it not freely, and of his own consent. 
The most that any slave statute ever did,was 
to offer him the privilege of doing so, which 
offer he might accept or reject. 

One would almost think while reading 
Some of the “organic sin” discussions, that 
laws in this country were all incarnated, a 
went about putting themselves in exeeutu 
Divines talk gravely about a man’s being 
enslaved by law, just as though men had noth¬ 
ing to do with the business. I know of no 
better name for such reasoning, than organic 
nonsense. Every slave in our land has been 
enslaved hy man, and men have done it by 
I force. This force may he applied according 
to law —buteven slave law no more enslaves 
a man, than chemistry kills him if I give a 
compound .poison. Let human agency, with 
its force be withdrawn, and no one held in 
bondage, except hy mere naked statutes, and 
slavery w'itli its “organic sin,” (which ol 
course all still remains) would be au abstrac¬ 
tion, indeed. 

3. Therefore if 1 inherit slaves, I am not 
a slaveholder on that account. No relation¬ 
ship of that kind exists till I make it myself. 
1 can repudiate any such relation if I see fit. 
Ill that case there never is auy relation be¬ 
tween «ie and those slaves for slave law to 
act upon, and enforce. It is not true, but 
false, to say that I sustain a legal relation 
without any voluntary act on my part, 
that I inherit is the privilege oi ensli 
them. If I can liberate those persons 
are thus within my reach, I ought, of co 
to do it. And in doing it, I may comply with 
the requisitions of slave statute

The answers which the Editor of the Mir- 
r makes to the communication of Mr. Da- 
3, are substantially the two following. First, 
Mr. Davis’ argument is metaphysical; aud 
mredly, If Mr. Davis’ argument is true, 
there is no slaveholtling in the United States. 

And first, Mr. Davis’ argument is meta¬ 
physical. Indeed! Is this considered by the 
Editor of the Mirror any answer at all to 
argument? Is it possible that a man of 
ve endowments-—educated at one of the 

. .1 distinguished colleges of our land—and 

who would fain be considered a man of some 
scientific and literary distinction, considers 
this au answer to an argument? Although 
lie probably would not consider anything fro 
my pen worthy of any notice, (it being v 
him a settled principle, as I suppose, that 
good thing can come out of Nazareth,) per- 
,haps he may take some notice of the follow¬ 
ing extract,‘from President Edwards, iu re¬ 
ply to some of the objections against the reas¬ 
oning of his book on the freedom of the will: 

“if that be made ati objection against the 
foregoing reasoning, that it is metaphysical, 
or maybe reduced to the science of meta¬ 
physics, it isavery impertinent objection;— 
whether it be so or no, is uot worthy of any 
dispute or controversy. If the reasoning be 
good, it is as frivolous to inquire what science 
is properly reduced to, as what language 
is delivered in; and for a man to go about 
1 confute the arguments of his opponents by 
Ring him his arguments are metaphysical, 
ould be as weak as to tell him his argu¬ 
ments could not be substantial, because they 
5 written in French or Latin. 

The question is not, whether what is writ¬ 
he metaphysieS, logic, or mathematics, 
Latin, French, English, or Mohawk? But 
hether- the reasoning be good, and the argu- 
leuts truly conclusive? ihe foregoing ar¬ 
guments arc no more metaphysical than 
'lose which we use against the Papists to dis- 
rove their doctrine ot'tra ns instantiation—al- 
igiifg it is inconsistent with the notion of cor- 
oreal identity that it should be in ten thous¬ 
and places at the same time. It is by meta¬ 
physical arguments only, we are able to prove 
that the rational soul is not corporeal; that 
lead or sand cannot think; that thoughts are 
square or round, or do not weigh a pound, 
l he arguments by which we prove the being 
of God if handled closely and distinctly so as 
to show their clear and demonstrative evi¬ 
dence, must be metaphysically treated. It is 
by metaphysics only, that we can demon¬ 
strate that God is uot limited to a place, or is 
ible; that he is riot ignorant or for¬ 
getful; that it is impossible for him to lie, or 
| unjust; and that there is one God only, 

1 not hundreds or thousands. And indeed 
have 110 strict demonstration of anything 
excepting mathematical truths, but by meta¬ 
physics. We can have no proof that is 
properly demonstrative of any one proposi- 
•elating to the being and nature of God, 
eatioii of the world, the dependence of 
all things on him, the nature of bodies or 
tore of our own souls, or any of 
the great truths ot morality and natural re¬ 
ligion, but what is metaphysical.” 

If the foregoing ideas of Pres. Edwards are 
true, as I presume that even the Editor of the 
Mirror will admit them to he; where will the 
theological speculations of that Editor land 
him. if he rejects from his religious creed ev¬ 
ery doctrine which ultimately rests upon prod^f 
011 metaphysical reasoning? 

Secondly, “If Mr. Davis’ argument is true, 
there is no slaveholding in this land.” This 
is the second answer of the Editor of the Mir¬ 
ror. If I have (not) misunderstood him, I cannot 
imagine what he possibly can mean. Look 
at this answer. Look at the premise, and then 
at the conclusion; and see if you can discover 
the slightest appearance of logieal connexion 
between the two. 

The premise is, “If Mr. Davis’ argument is 
true.” The conclusion is, “There is no 
slaveholding in the nation.” 

Now if there ever was a elearer instance of 
non sequilur, T confess I never saw it in the 
whole coinpass of my reading. I confess I 
can see not only no reasoning in this answer 
of the Editor of the Mirror, but no appear¬ 
ance even of plausibility; nothing, hi fact, 
which is at all adapted to produce conviction 
any mind except as the reasonings of a Ro- 
»n Catholic priest do, in the minds of the 
reasoning believers iu his infallibility. “If 
r. Davis’ argument is true, there is q,o 
slaveholding iu these United States!” Such 
substance is the reply of the Editor of the 
irror to the argument of Mr. Davis. And 
what is that argument? It is that human 
statutes cannot, in God’s sight, or in truth 
change the nature of things, or their natural 
relations to each other; and therefore human 
statutes cannot, ill God’s sight, or in truth, 
change the relation of one man to another,iti- 
that of a thing to its proprietor, a slave 
to his owner. Consequently a slave, so-call¬ 
ed, is still a man, human statutes to the con- 
•y notwithstanding, and Can in truth sus- 
1 no relations to other men, except the re¬ 
lations of a man to his fellow-men. Human 
legislatures may enact, if they please, that a 
tan shall cease to be a man and shall be- 
raie a mere thing, and sustain the relations 
f a mere article of property. But this will 
ot make him cease to be in fact a man. Nor 
ill it di vest him of auy of the relations that 
re inseparable from llis existence as a man; 
r impose upon him any relations, the eYist- 
ice of which in truth and in God’s sight, 
ould be incompatible with his being a man. 
Human enactments can do none of these 
things, any more than they can change the 
ructure of the universe, and the relations of 
s several parts to each other, by enacting as 
certain Roman Catholic State once did,that 
the earth does not revolve around the sun,but 
that the sun, moon and stars revolve abound 
the earth.

ANTWSLAVEUY REVIVAL. 

Bao. Willey:— For the benefit of any that 
may he indulging in discouragement in the 
good cause of emancipation, I hasten to lay 
before your readers some account of the state 
of things touching the Anti-Slavery ciuer- 
prize in our place.

Travelling in the West—A Wisconsin 


Extract of a letter from W isconsiu. High¬ 
ly delectable. 

March 25th, 1846. Left Green Bay early 
in the morning, in company with a friend,

We find that the Whig and Garrison pa¬ 
pers are making a great noise over the fact 
that tho vote of the Liberty party has increas¬ 
ed little now for two years. And hence the 
inference is drawn that our case is hopeless, 
—that our principles hnvo been tested, and 
found incompetent as an adequate remedy fn 
American slavery. Now against all such 
reasoning we utterly protest. The fact that 
vote has not continued to increase from 
year to year as it did for the first three years, 
i evidence to our mind of the weakness 
ir cause, nor does it indicate, as we 
it, that we have not been making progress for 
the past two years, as well as before that 
time. The fact here stated is to be account¬ 
ed for on other principles. 

1. Our relative vote has not fallen off, or 
remained stationary. We never have made 
a larger relative increase than last year. And 
the some causes that effect a smaller vt 
other parties, bus the same operation to some 
extent ill ours. True it ought not to, but ex¬ 
perience proves that it will. And when little 
interest is felt in an election, even Liberty 
men are not always found at the polls. 

2. Anti-slavery political action is nearly the 
result of anti-slavery moral action, and • 
our party was organized, it had a capital of ] 
ten years, moral action to start on. Fi 
1830 to 1840 an immense amount of labor had 
lieen expended on the great moral question of j 
slavery. Public opinion was formed, and 
year after year bad been accumulating force, 
and when a means of doing something 
offered, it was all ready fur action. And 
hence during the first three years of our par¬ 
ty existence, its increase was unprecedented. 
It embraced nearly all the rcul anti-slavery 
men in the country. And meantime the great 
moral issues in the question were too much 
neglected. Like all men, of all times, w« 
must learu wisdom by experience; and hav¬ 
ing taken up the work of going to the people 
with anti-slavery truth, just in degree as 
work is carried on, and nnti-slnvery j 
meiit formed, it will generally develope itself j 
in political as well ns moral action. And 
future growth will be more uniform and 
steady. 

3. Though it is not in the nature of things 
for llio current of reforms always to flow 
alike.

METHODISTS AND SLAVERY. 

In addition to whnt we presented last week 
front the Baltimore anti Philadelphia Con¬ 
ferences, we now quote the Resolutions of 
the former Conference, w hich should have 
appeared in connection with what was then 
quoted. 

“Resolved, 1st. By the Baltimore Annual 
Conference, in Conference assembled, That 
xve s ill continue to regard ourselves a con¬ 
stituent part nf the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in the United Slates. 

Resolved, 21. That this Conference dis¬ 
claims having any fellowship with abolition¬ 
ism. On the contrary, while it is determined 
to maintain its well-known nnd lung-estab¬ 
lished position, by keeping the travelling 
preachers composing its own body free from 
slavery, it is also delerm.mil not to hold con¬ 
nection xvith any ecclesmsiical body ibut shall 
make mm-slnveholdmg a condition of mem¬ 
bership in the church, hut to siund by, and 
maintain the Discipline as it is.” 

The promise has been held out at the aonli 
that the division of that churrh would relieve 
the northern division from slavery, ami we 
sincerely hoped it would; hut that hope is to 
lie disappointed. Even Zion’s Herald, the 
organ of New England Methodism, says 
the above pro-slavery, wicked resolutions are 
“exceedingly judicious /” 

The Neiv York Christian Advocate and 
Journal gives in its endorsement thus:

The more roots we preserve, nnd more effica¬ 
cy we accord to the energy of the top by pre¬ 
serving uninjured, the limbs and leaves, the 
more certain will the tree be or health. We 
never think of beading down our fruit trees— 
why, then, alter our practice iu reference to 
those we procure far ornament? 

Some tcrraculiurists recommend the removal 
of forest trees while very young; but when 
necessary they may be taken up at almost any 
period of growth. We have seen trees of the 
thickness of a man’s thigh, nnd even much, 
larger, transplanted without any injury, or, 
apparently, tmv diminution of hculth or 
growth.— Me. Cultivator.

The Captain, 
who m the meantime hud escaped from the 
villains nnd possessed himself of his pistol, 
fortunately making his nppcaruticc at this mo¬ 
ment with the weapon, nml the cnliiit hoy hav¬ 
ing brought tb« unite a cutlass, the mutineers 
were cowed, ami through the determined in¬ 
trepidity of tho surviving officers were com¬ 
pelled to submission. 

The prisoners are all colored. Their names 
are Brown, Grimes, Williams, Lopez, Swan, 
Harding and John Adams, cook. Harding, 
tiio murderer, is from Baltimore,and Grimes, 
who was 1 lie ringleader m the mutiny, hulls 
from Virginia. 

The murdered mate, was a young man of 
only three and twenty, of most unexceptiona¬ 
ble character. His lather, who resides at 
Keunelmiik, is part owner of the Cactus.
